It maintains a crew of 
1,200 people. There are three 
classes of travel, first, class, cabin 
and tourist; each class has its own 
facilities, including movie thea- 
ters, bars, libraries, barber shops, 
beauty’ salons, gift shops, lounges, 
and dining rooms, There are also 
sports decks with swimming pools, 
deck tennis, shuffleboard and sun 
bathing. 

The voyage was quite pleasant, 
with everyone being friendly and 
cordial. The evenings were spent 
dancing and visiting. The first 
two days out found the sea with 
moderate swells and very dense 
fog, but this didn’t dampen any- 
one’s spirit, except the rail birds. 

I overheard this comment by 
one of the passengers who was 
leaning over the rail, when he was 
asked by a steward, ‘‘What’s the 
matter, weak stomach?” The 
slightly greenish individual turned 
and said, “No sir.

THE PAST — THE FUTURE 


With construction of a Memorial auditorium actually underway 
in Porterville, it might be well to again recall some of the background 
of the memorial districts of the county, and speculate a bit on future 
policy. : : 

It was about the end of World War'Il that the Tulare county 
board of supervisors started collecting tax money for eventual dis- 
tribution to Memorial districts that were to be later formed in Tulare 
county. 

Idea then was that this money be used in the various communities 
to construct meeting places for veterans (an idea that leaves some 
question as to its basic reasoning but which was quite popular at the 
time.) : 

With county money available as a starter, various areas of the 
county set up, by vote, Memorial districts — these districts able to 
claim a share of the county money, and also able to tax at a rate of 
30 cents per $100 of assessed value. j 

As is often the case of political subdivisions, original modest 
plans began to grow into more extensive plans, and in the case of the 
Porterville district, the “meeting place for veterans” has become first, 
a community building in Springville and, second, an auditorium for 
Porterville. . 

| The Porterville auditorium is planned to serve several purposes — 
needs of the high school for such a building and needs of the com- 
i munity for a large facility in which to hold community events. Also 
of course, the idea of a meeting place for veterans still applies. 

However, the latter point is tempered by the fact that since this 
auditorium is being built with general tax funds, it should be used 
by the general taxpayer — which is the general public. Use of this 
building by veterans should be on a basis of veterans as taxpayers, 
not specifically as veterans, and control of the building will rest in 
hands of ‘Memorial district board members, elected by public vote, and 

not in the hands of any specific veteran group. 

Working in cooperation with the high school and with the com- 
munity generally, directors of the Memorial ‘district must anticipate 
scheduling’ use of the building pretty much on a first-come-first-serve 
basis. Veteran organizations should accept the idea that in fairness 
to all concerned, they must schedule the building for any use desired, 
just as any other group will have to do, and not work on the assump- 
tion that they can push out a scheduled meeting on a moment’s notice. 

After all, the people who pay for a building should have the use 
of that building, and since all the people, as taxpayers, are standing 
the cost, then all the people must have equal right to use of this audi- 
torium when it is ready for use. 

There can be no other logical approach to the scheduling of meet- 
|ings when the Porterville Memorial auditorium is completed.

All of the proposed special deer 
hunts were approved by the com- 
mission at its meeting late last 
week except the Mariposa - Tuo- 
lumne county special bucks only 
shoot. In the San Joaquin val- 


ley this would include the San Joa- 
quin river watershed in Fresno 
county, Barton Flat, Mineral King 
Refuge and Glennville. 

At the request of the organized 
sportsmen, the fee for these spe- 
cial deer hunting permits will be 
$5.00 instead of the $2.00 charge 
as in the past. It is the intent of 
the sportsmen that at least $3.00 
of the fee be used for deer range 
improvement work in the area 
where the shoots are conducted. 
It has been the general practice 
of the fish and game department 
not to make any special effort at 
range improvement or even do pre- 
dator control work, if, in the 
opinion of the state game manag- 
ers, the deer are not being ade- 
quately harvested by the hunters 
which in most cases means special 
hunters’ choice deer seasons. 

Sportsmen will find application 
for all special deer hunts attached 
to the 1955 deer tags which are 
now on sale. Applications are 
gathered in the Sacramento fish 
and game office, serially numbered 
and a legal lottery conducted as 
a method of selecting the hunters 
to receive the permits available. 
These hunters are then notified 
and requested to remit the fee in 
exchange for the permit. This 
system, with slight variations, has 
been used for several years now 
and appears to be quite satisfac- 
tory and equitable. 

The commission approved a spe- 
cial hearing for a proposed elk 
hunt for Inyo county which will 
be held at Independence at 10:00 
a.m., August 20. A small segment 
of southern California hunters will 
oppose the idea of harvesting any 
of the Inyo Tule elk on the basis 
that the animals should be trap- 
ped and. transplanted to other 
areas for the purpose of building 
up new herds for future hunting. 
The idea is commendable but wild- 
life officials and most sportsmen 
believe the proposal is impractical 
because no elk range is available 
where there would n6ét be compe- 
tition with deer or an agricultural 
crop depredation problem develop. 
On this basis the organized sports- 
men of central California stand 
opposed to elk being transplanted. 

As many sportsmen as possible 
are urged to attend the California 
Wildlife Conservation Board meet- 
ing to be held at the P. G. and E. 
building in Fresno starting at 
3:00 p.m., this Saturday. This is 
the agency that has the state horse 
race revenue available for invest- 
ment to improve fishing and hunt- 
ing.

This farm consists of 260 acres 


lof land; it is farmed with sugar 


beets, barley, peas and pasture 
(called “‘lays’). It is highly me- 
chanized, with a large grain dryer, 
bins, grinding machines and all 
the facilities for a good, smooth 
operation. ; 

It’s All Corn 

There is_one odd thing here — 
all grain — wheat, barley and 
oats, are called ‘‘corn’’, while corn 
is called ‘‘maize’’. It certainly 
lends well to confusion for me. 

The grain is planted at a rate of 
14-20 stones (196-280 pounds) 
against our rate of 60-80 pounds. 
They also fertilize with about 350 
pounds of nitrate chalk, while we 
don’t fertilize dry farmed grain. 
But here’s the catch; a good yield 
here is two tons per acre. 

The grain is ‘“‘undersown” with 
grass seed and will be used as hay 
after the grain is harvested. The 
farmers here are very conscious of 
good, practical soil conservation 
methods and this is a good ex- 
ample. 

This area has a hog they call 
the Landrace. It’s a very long, 
lean type hog, bred especially to 
be a good bacon producer. It is 
often crossed with the Large White 
(Yorkshire to us). The piggeries

In some regions the soil is quite 
sandy. Jn these sandy areas they 
dig down to water, about two to 
four feet, drain it off, and haul 
thousands of tons of clay onto the 
sandy soil. These pits are called 
Marl pits. This practice also pre- 
vents the sandy soil from being 
blown away. 

Cattle Crosses 

Most farm keep several bullocks 
(steers) on hand to keep down pas- 
tures. They are fed to about 1,400 
pounds, and then sold. There is 
a growing tendency to use crosses 
of Hereford-Ayreshire; Hereford- 
Angus-Shorthorn and several oth- 
ers. This has been created out of 
a demand for quick production of 
beef. 

Some of the homes here are 
quite old. The Stephenson farm 
has some buildings that are over 
400 years old. They are brick 
with tile roofs. The houses are 
quite large and have many rooms.
